Officers attended a two-day response to active shooter training course hosted by Ocean
View police department with no cost to the Town of South Bethany.

The 15 mile per hour speed limit has been implemented on Evergreen, Canal Tamarack,
Cattail and Black Gum Drive and new speed limit signs have been posted. Eight (8)
written warnings have been issued. Strict enforcement ticketing violations will begin on
April 1, 2023. The change in speed limits has been advertised on the police department’s
social media platform and on the Town’s Constant Contact email in efforts to inform the
public.

The Town has secured the purchase of two new Chevy Tahoe police patrol vehicles with
the delivery date of March 31, 2023. County grant funds will be utilized to complete the
upfitting of these vehicles.
